Park Commission Hears Re- 
port of tC Olmsted, 
Landscape Artist 


OLD BUILDINGS UNSIGHTLY; 
REMOVING SUGGESTED 


Driveways to Wind Around 
the Hills---Lake to Have an 
Island in Center--Ball Ground, 
Playgrounds for Children 
and Tennis Court to Be 
Provided. 


The park commission, at a meet- 


ing yesterday afternoon, heard from 
J. Cc. Olmsted, the noted landscape 
artist, of Brooklyne, Mass., on his pre- 
liminary plan for the permanent im- 
provement of Piedmont Park. 

Mr. Olmsted submitted a map, show- 
ing the proposed driveways, public 
comforts, ball grounds, tennis courts, 
playgrounds for children, lawns, lake 
and wooded dellis. 

The plan is not complete, but 
enough was shown to give an idea 
of how beautiful and attractive the 
park will be when the suggestions 
are all carried out. 

The driveways are to extend around 
the hills in the wooded district and 
along the lake side and the ravine 
which is now a sewer bottom. The 
length of the drives will be about 4 
miles and will have entrances into the 
park et Jackson street, the Boulevard 
at two points, Westminster drive, the 


‘Prado, South Prado, Fourteenth street 


and Twelfth street. 

The present lake is to be used and 
will be refilled at once by order of 
the ¢ommission. 

Pablic Comfort Buildings. 

The main public comfort building, 
‘o cost $25,000, will be located at the 
west end of the lake. A smaller build- 
ing for ghildren will be to the left 
of the Fourteenth street entrance and 
in front of it will be a children’s 
playground. 

The old race track will 
tnto a baseball ground. 

The golf links will be done away 
with and on one portion of the 
grounds. where they are now located, 
ihere will be tennis courts. 

All the old buildings in the park 
will be removed, Mr. Olmsted declar- 
ing them to be unsightly. 

The driveways will be 24 feet wide 
and macadamized. There will be in 
connection with the main driveway 
around the park, a bridle-path for 
horseback riders and bicycles. 

The plan contemplates rows of 
shade trees around the’ outer edge of 
the park on the west and south sides. 

On the north end of the lake and 
across the roadway overlooking the 
deep ravine, there will be terraces, 
sodded with grass. 

At the narrow part of the lake there 
will be an island which will be 
reached by three rustic footbridges. 

To carry out the plans in full will 
take several hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. At the suggestion of Mr. 
Olmsted the park commission will be- 
gin to construct one of the roadways 
and will erect the public comfort

. buildings ag far as possible next year. 


The first improvements of the lawns 
will be near the Fourteenth street en- 
trance. 

What Can Be Done Now. 

Mr. Olmsted stated that with the 
lake cleaned out and filled and with 
the grounds well cleaned up the park 
would be put in a presentable condi- 
tion at once. Much work of cleaning 
up has already been done within the 
past month by General Manager 
Carey. 

The commission will ask council to 
be allowed to sell the old buildings 
and use the money for the construc- 
tion of new public comfort bulldings. 

Mayor Maddox said he believed the 
commission could count on $310,000 
next year for the park and if the 
county board would help in grading 
the driveways, much work could be 
accomplished. 

Mr. Olmsted will remain in the city 
until next Saturday and will by that 
time have his plans about completed. 


DANK RUBBER 
KILLS RIMSELE 


After Successful Haul, Bandit 
Commits Suicide to 
Escape Arrest 


BANK IN CHICAGO SUBURB 


LOOTED BY THE ROBBER 


He Secured All the Money 
and Fled, Pursued by Police- 
man---When Bandit Saw Ar- 
rest Was Inevitable He 
Thrust Revolver Into His 
Mouth and Fired. 


Chicego, October 13.—A fashionably- 
dressed bandit, who early this after- 
noon robbed the savings bank of D. 
M. Erskinne & Co., in Highland Park, 
lll., a village north of Chicago, com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself in 
the mouth, when driven to bay by an 
officer and posse of citizens. 

A companion of the robber, who had 
driven him to the bank in an auto- 
mobilo, was captured immediately fol- 
lowing the robbery, which forced the 
} principal actor in the crime to flee 
on foot. He then engaged in & run- 
ning duel with Town Marshal John 
Sheehan, and failing to drive back his 
pursuer, ran into a shed. 

When he saw Sheehan enter the shed 
with his revolver levelled at his head, 
the fugitive put the muzzle of his own 
revolver in his mouth ang fired, death 
ensuing almost immediately. 

The man arrested refused to disclose 
hig or his companion’s identity. 

Robbery Was Deliberate. 

The robbery was conducted in a 
deliberate and spectacular manner, the 
bandit securing about $500 in gold coin 
and bills, after he had forced John C. 
Duffy, cashier of the bank; Miss Nel- 
lie Fitzgerald, the bookkeeper, and 
Joseph F. Richardspthespareiving tel- 
ler, into the cashier’s cage, just after 
the closing of business for the day. 

In the morning the automobile bear- 
ing the robber and his chauffeur drove 
up to the bank, but went away. About 
2 o'clock this afternoon they returned 
and Cashier Duffy, fearing something 
wrong, hurriedly took a large amount 
of money and locked it Im the vault. 
Several hundred dollars still remained 
in the cage. As he entered the cage 
Duffy was confronted by the robber, 
who covered him with a revolver. 

“Call every one into that cage,” said 
the bandit, “or I'll blow your head off. 
Hurry up.” 

Took All Money in Sight. 

Duffy, unarmed, complied with the 
demand; Miss Fitzgerald and Richards 
came forward, while the intruder help- 
ed himself to all the money in sight. 

“If any of you attempt to follow me 
I will kill you,” he said as he started 
for the door. Duffy immediately tele- 
phoned the marshal’s office, across the 
street. Ky the time the robber reached 
the automobile Marshal Sheehan was 
running toward the bank. At sight of 
him the robber broke into a run, and 
citizens held the chauffeur. The chase 
after the fugitive ended in his suicide 
within a few minutes. All the money 
which was taken from the bank was 
found in his clothing.

Richmond, Va., October 13.—Win- 
ning the Lahm cup for the longest 
flight made in a balloon under the 
auspices of the Aero Club of America, 
breaking all speed records for 
distance flights, <A. Holland 
of New York, and former 
Mayor Max Fleischmann, of Cincin- 
nati, landed this afternoon at 12:45 
in Chesterfield county, twenty miles 
south of Richmond. The trip was 
made in the balloon New York, in 
which Mr!

Starting from the gas works in St. 
Louis at 5:30 Tuesday afternoon, the 
distance of 731% miles was made in 
nineteen hours and fifteen minutes, 
at an average rate of 38 miles an 
hour.

TU DGFEAT LAW 


That Sensational Charge Made 
Avainst Tammany's Nominee 
tor Mayor 


RACE TRACK GAMBLERS 
CONFERRED WITH GAYNOR 


And as Result Decision Follow- 
ed That Practically Knocked 
Out Anti- Gambling Law. 
Charge Made by District 
Attorney Elder, of Brook- 


lyn. 


New York, October 13.—The principal 
engagement today in the poltical war- 
fare preceding the.municipal election 
was a sensational attack upon William 
J. Gaynor, democratic nominee for 
mayor, by Robert H. Elder. assistant 
district attorney of Kings county 
(Brooklyn), who has represented the 
state in a fight to enforce the antl- 
betting laws on the race tracks. 

The attack, in the form of a state- 
ment, Was designed to support and sup- 
ply details to the charges made Mon- 
day night by William H. Ivins, a re- 
publican, but a Hearst supporter, that 
Gaynor, in his capacity as justice of 
the supreme court, had sought to de- 
feat the purpose of the anti-gambling 
statute. 

Mr. Elder says that he, too, had 
learned of the alleged conference of 
Justice Gaynor, State Senator Patrick 
H. McCarren and Eugene Wood, of 
Brooklyn, at which the constitutional- 
ity of the race track law was discussed, 
and, as is alleged, a test case contem- 
plated upon whieh Justice Gaynor was 
to render a decision. 

Mr. Elder tells how he attempted to 
frustrate this alleged effort to get a 
test case before Gaynor; and how the 
justice, in corfnection with a case of 
betting on golf, eventually declared 
that {t was an offense to make a bet on 
the race. track. 

Charges Against Gaynor. 

The Elder statement says in part? 

“The new law ageinst public gam- 
bling on the race course went into ef- 
fect on June 11, 1908. At that time 
the racing was going on at Sheepshead 
Bay. A few days after the law went 
into effect a public official of promi- 
néence, who has been aiding me in my 
efforts to enforce the law, came to me 
and stated that he had but a few mo- 
ments before engaged in conversation 
with Eugene Wood, and that Wood had 
stated to him that he (Wood) and Sen- 
ator Patrick H. McCarren had been 
present at a conversation with Judge 
Gaynor. tn which the constitutionality 
and the validity of the new gambling 
law was discussed, and In which con- 
versation they discussed how the law 
eould be nullified, and that a case in 
the nature of a habeas corpus proceed- 
ings was arranged to be brought be- 
fore Judge Gaynor to get a decision 
that would allow the gamblers to do 
business on the race course. 

“Probably an hour after this, another 
public official of high prominence, 
whom I met upon the race course, 
stated to me substantially the same 
thing. I believed then that this con- 
versation did take place, because of 
the direct and official way in which 
the information came to me. I believe 
yet that it took place.” 

The statement addg that counsel for 
the alleged gamblers and for the 
jockey club later proposed to Mr. El- 
der the bringing of a habeas corpus 
action in order to get a decision on 
the law, but that he declined to enter 
into the arrangement and requested al] 
the police magistrates in Brooklyn not 
to issue any warrants without first 
giving him an opportunity to oppose 
the application. 

Gaynor and Golf Ball Case. 

Mr. Elder goes on to say that the 
Boit ball case was not brought in 
Kings county, but in Nassau county, 
and before Judge Gaynor. 

“In this case,’’ says the statement,. 
‘it was alleged that one Sterling made 
a bet with another upon the result of 
a game of golf, and that he recorded 
and registered the bet on a card. In 
his opinion, Judge Gaynor made a 
definition of a common gambler, Upon 
th's definition William Engeman, a 
personal acquaintance of Judge Gay- 
nor, who had been previously indicted 
as a common gambler, as chief owner 
of the Brighton Beach track, was not 
a common gambler. 

“The learned court also decided that 
it was not an offense to make a bet 
on a race course, and that it was no 
offense to register and. record the 
same.” anes 

Justice Gaynor was busy tonight 
reading the Elder statement, but he did 
not intimate whether he would make 
a reply. The Ivins charges he branded 
as lies. 

The republican candidate, Otto T. 
Bannard, was the only one of the three 
mayorality nominees to do any active 
campaigning today. He spoke to a 
newly organized republican club at 
Columbia university, and at several 
East side political gatherings.

President Describes the Okla- 
homa Constitution as a ‘‘Zoo- 
logical Garden of Cranks,”’ 
and Warns Arizona Not to 
Imitate It. 


Prescott, Ariz., October 13.—Presi- 
dent Taft won a welcome into Arizona 
today by proclaiming wherever he 
went that he was heartily in favor of 
statehood for each of the territories 
of Arizona and New Mexico. 

When the joyousness that greeted 
this statement had died away Mr. Taft 
had some sober words for his audience, 
in which he sought to impress upon 
them the necessity for.deliberation in 
framing a state constitution. 

He declared that their constitution 
should follow the ‘simplicity of .the 
constitution of the United States and 
should be merely -fundamental laws 
with simple rules of limitations. Mr. 
Taft urged the people of Arizona to 
profit by what he termed the mistakes 
of Oklahoma in constitution making. 
He characterized the Oklahoma  con- 
stitution as a “zoological garden of 
cranks.”

Pittsburg, Pa., October 13.—Pittsburg 
took the lead in the great battle now 
being waged for the world’s baseball 
championship by defeating Detroit in 
the fifth game of the series at Forbes 
Field today. This gives the National 
League champions three victories to 
two for the winners of the American 
League pennant. The scene will shift 
to Detroit again tomorrow, where the 
sixth and, possibly, the last game of 
the series will be played. By winning 
tomorrow Pittsburg will clinch’ the 
world’s championship, but if Detrot¢ 
wins, the series will be tiled again and 
a seventh game will be necessary. 

Despite its announcement that i¢ 
would meet in Detroit tomorrow to de- 
cide where the seventh game is to be 
played, the commission met today and 
decided to play the crucial game, if it 
is needed, in Detroit. It was also de- 
cided to postpone the seventh game 
until Saturday in order to give the 
Detroit club time in which to sell 
tickets. Garry Hermann flipped a 
coin and President B. B. Jonhson, of 
the American League, won and chose 
Detroit. 

Great Receipts, 

The game today was playéd with the 
mercury hovering between 35 and 40 
degrees above zero, A chilling wind 
from the southwest swept across the 
field, But the immense grand stand 
protected the great majority of thé 
spectators. 

Despite the untoward conditions’ 21,- 
706 persons saw the game and the re- 
céipts were $32,173. Of this sum the 
National Commission receives $3,217.30 
and each club owner $14,477.85. The 
playérs no longer share in the receipts, 
as the first four games is their limit. 

This makes the receipts for the five 
Zames $156,/08, and the total attend- 
ance was 117,347. Each club owner has 
now received $36,786.15, and the Nation- 
al Commission $15,610.80. 

A homerun by Manager Clarke, 
which scored Byrne and Leach in front 
of him, turned the tide of victory to 
Pittsburg in the seventh inning, after 
Detroit had tied the score at 3 to 3 
by scoring two in the sixth. 

Detroit had two home rung to its 
credit. but neither came with any one 
on base. D. Jones, the first man up in 
the first inning, hit the ball into the 
inclosure which had been built around 
the outfield for the overfiow. There 
was no overflow from the permanent 
stands and it appeared easy to hit the 
ball over the low fence. Sam Crawford 
made the other Detroit home run in 
the eighth. 

Leach’s Game Effort. 

Crawford's home run nearly deprived 
Pittsburg of the services of the bril- 
liant Tommy Leach. Leach gave chase 
to Crawford’s long hit and while run- 
ning backwards at a good clip, struck 
the.low fence. The impact of his body 
smashed the boards and he shot over 
the fence head first, and turned a com- 
plete somersault. A groan went up 
from the crowd as it appeared ag if it

SPAIN SHOOTS 
FERRER TO DEATI 


Eminent Educator Execu- 
ted in Barcelona Prison. 


Prof. Ferrer Faced the Firing 
Squad Without Flinching and 
Fell Dead at the First Volley. 
He Declined the Last Sacra- 


ments. 


Barcelona, October 13.—Francisco 
Ferrer, who was convicted of promot- 
ing the recent Barcelona rebellion, was 
shot this morning in Montjuich prison 
in execution of the death sentence im- 
posed upon him. : 

Professor Ferrer, Spanish educator 
and convicted revolutionist, faced the 
firing squad without flinching, and fell 
dead at the first volley. 

Composed to Last. 

Except fora momentary expression of 
emotion immediately preceding his 
death, he retained his composure to 
the last. His attorney, M. Galceran, 
who defended him so loyally as to 
bring about his own arrest for improp- 
erly addressing the court, secured per- 
mission for a brief talk with him just 
before the execution.

Declined to Receive Sacrament, 


Ferrer declined to receive the last 
sacraments, and turned away from the 
two priests of the Order of Peace and 
Charity who had been sent by the 
prison authorities to offer him the final 
consolation of the church. 

When the hour of execution arrived 
he walked bravely through the prison 
yard to the ditch in the shadow of the 
encircling wall. Without a quiver he 
faced the twelve infantrymen, who at 
the word of command, fired simultane- 
ously. When the report of the volley 
had died away Ferrer lay upon the 
ground. 

Previous to the execution precautions 
had been taken to forestall a possible 
attempt at rescue by doubling the sen- 
tinels upon the walls of the fortress. 

King Has Signed Death Warrant. 

Brussels, October 13.—The Peuple, a 
socialist organ, commenting editorially 
on the death of Ferrer, says: 

“The awful news will ginchain a 


tempest. We fear that in refusing to 
stop the execution, Alfonso has signed 


his own death warrant.” 
Anti-Spanish Riot in Paris. 

Paris, October 13.—Ten thousand 
men, headed by M. Jaures, the leader 
of the socialists in the chamber of 
deputies, and M. Vaillant, a socialist 
deputy, tonight marched to the Spanish 
embassy, where it was the intention to 
hold a demonstration in grotest against 
the execution of Ferrer. The police 
surrounded the building, however, and 
repulsed the surging crowds after a 
sharp scuffle. The procession then re- 
turned through the main boulevards 
with shouts of “Down with Alfonso!” 
“Down with Maura!” 

Outbreak at Rome. 

Rome, October 18.—The executioh of 
Francisco Ferrer at Barcelona has 
caused a profound impression here and 
tonight there was a serious demonstra- 
tion of protest against the action of 
the Spanish government. There were 
cries of “Long live Ferrer!” “Down 
with reactionism!’ “Down with the 
Jesuits!” “Down with Merry del Val!”

Two Tugs Sunk Near 
Bahia Honda. 


Key West Makes an Appeal 
for Ajid---Laborers Are at 
Work Clearing Away Wreck- 
age---Property Damage Is 
Very Heavy. 


Miami, Fla., October 13.—_Newa 
reached here late this afternoon of the 
sinking of the tugs Sybil and Sadie 
at Bahia Honda during Monday’s hur- 
ricane and the loss of the eleven.mem- 
bers of the crew of the Sybil, including 
Captain Parker. 

The loss of life on the tug Sybil in- 
cludes, besides Captain Parker, En- 
gineer Fox, Pilot Whitmere, Engineer 
Peterson and seven deck hands. 

Twelve Lives Lost. 

The following statement was given 
out today by Engineer Ernest Cotton, 
of the Florida East Coast railway: 

“The loss of life on the Florida East 
Coast extension is limited to the crew 
of the tug Sybil and Timekeeper 
Brown at Marathon, a total of twelve 
persons. The floating equipment of the 
road and uncompleted work were badly 
damaged. There was, however, no 
damage to the concrete work at any 
point. All of our camps were more or 
less wrecked, but the large forces of 
workmen are being cared for and have 
sufficient supplies of food. The men 
behaved well and already every gang 
has ete to work clearing away the 
wreckage and preparing for reopening 
the extension to traffic.” 

The track north of arathon ig 
washed out at several points, but the 
extent of the damage has not yet been

Key West, Fla., October 18.—Hun- 
dreds of laborers, ajded by refugées 
from the small isles surrounding Key 
West, today are busy clearing the 


streets and the water front of the de- 
bris and wreckage resulting from the 
hurricane’ which practically destroyed 
half the city Monday. It will be 
many days before normal business 
conditions will be resumed. 

Great rejoicing is felt over the re- 
ports coming in from points near Key 
West, showing that the loss of life 
from the storm will be the smallest 
ever recorded along the Florida coast. 
The property damage, however, is the 
meerent in the history of the penin- 
sula.

WILEY GODFREY HELD . 
ON ASSAULT WARRANT 


On the warrant charging assault 
with intent to murder, sworn out by 
J. S. Newman, Wiley Godfrey was held 
in $300 bail by Justice of the Peace 
L. H. Landrum at the preliminary 
hearing yesterday afternoon. 

Newman was attacked by Godfrey 
with a baseball bat near the latter’s 
home on Haynes street Saturday aft- 
ernoon, when Godfrey is alleged to 
have resented certain remarks made 
by Newman about Mrs. Godfrey and 
her young son. 

Godfrey was fined $15.75 in recorder’s 
court. but Newman was not satisficd, 
and decided to prosecute the case fur- 
ther by taking out a warrant. 

Practically the same testimony was 
given before Justice Landrum as was 


heard before the recorder. One wit- 
ness testified as to hearing Mrs. God- 
frey declare several hours before the 
difficulty that she was looking for that 
‘“long-legged Newman, who cursed her 
son.”

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TWO STATEMENTS 
“WADE ON REPORT 


Hoke Smith and Alonzo 
Richardson Make 
Replies. 


Governor Smith yesterday issued a 
further statement in regard to. the 
condition of the state treasury, reply- 
ing to the statement of Alonzo Rich- 
ardson & Co., published in The Con- 
stitution. 

He states that 
borrowing power was 
$600,000 from $290,000, it would en- 
able the governor to meet all the 
state’s obligations as they mature 
in the spring, and the money to be 
repaid when tax returns begin to 
come in late in the fall. 

While praising the ability of Alonzo 
Richardson & Co., a8 accountants, he 
declares they diag not understand that 
al] state appropriations are not due 
on demand. As a case in point, he 
discusses the appropriations for 
schools. 

Hoke Smith’s Statement. 

Mr. Smith's statement follows: 


“The trouble with Mr. Alonzo Rich- 
ardson is that while he is an exper: 
accountant, all expert accountants 
have not the information required for 
the duties of the governor's office. 

“He has undertaken not simply to 
make an accurate statement of an ac- 
count, but to pass upon other matters 
in reaching a conclusion which were 
outside of the provinces of an account- 
ent.

I illustrate with the school fund to 
which he has referred. 

“The schoo) fund igs payable to the 
counties in Georgia only after the 
teaching has been actually done in a 
county and the county school commis- 
sioner has sent in his report for the 
teaching done, and it has been ap- 
proved by the state school commis- 
sioner. Not until the particular work 
for which the requisition is made by a 
county school commissioner has been 
performed in the county, and the state 
school commissioner has audited the 
bill, is the school fund a demand lia- 
bility on the treasury. 

“Quite a number of counties in the 
State have moved their school work 
for which the appropriation of one 
year is made into the next year. 
They did the work in the early part 
of 1908 for which they were entitled 
to claim pay out of the appropriation 
of 1908. The school work covered bv 
part of the school apropriation, there- 
fore, had not been done on July 1, 
1909.

Not Concerned, Says Governor. 

“T am not concerned with any con- 
troversy between former Governor 
Smith and Accountant Alonzo Richard- 
son over the accuracy of the latter's re- 
cent report on the state treasury,” said 
Governor Brown Tuesday. 

“The matter of proving or disproving 
the correctness of that statement,” the 
governor continued, “is entirely 
tween Mr. Smith and Mr. Richardson. 
I employed Mr. Richardson to make a 
thorough and exhaustive examination 
and report on financial matters for my 
own guidance and not to settle or raise 
anv controvery. Inasmuch as Mr. 
Smith had employed Mr. Richardson to 
check the state treasury when Treas- 
urer Pope Brown took charge. and be- 
cause I knew his reputation for careful 
and accurate work, I emploved him. I 
have nothing more to say on the mat- 
we.” 

Richardson Ansvwers. 

Alonzo Richardson & Co. made the 
following statement: 

“We have read Mr. Smith's interview 
and can see very little, if anything, 
in it that calls for any reply from us. 
We have no disposition whatever to be 


our report, or as to the condition of 
the state’s finances, and, if Mr. Smith's 
explanation of the long delay in pay- 
ing the annual appropriations to the 
school fund is satisfactory to the teach- 
ers of the state, there is no reason 
why we should not accept it. 

“We have absolutely no interest in 
the matter except to present the facts 
and figures as we found them on the 
books. 

“Mr. Smith virtually admits the un- 
satisfactory condition of the treasury 
when he suggests in his article the 
advisability of the governor's being 
authorized to borrow $600,000 to meet 
deficiencies of revenue, instead of $200,- 
000, as at present. He further ex 
presses his desire that the finances of 
the state should be so handled as to 
meet promptly the claims of the coun- 
ty school teachers. 

“In so far as the accuracy of our 
report is concerned, we think Mr. 
Smith’s second article fully answered 
by our statement appearing in The 
Constitution of this morning, and 
think it unnecessary to add anything 
further.” 


LARGER NET INCOME 
FOR ILLINOIS CENTRAL 


Though Gross Revenue Fell 
Off Annual Report Shows 
Gain in Earnings. 


The Illinois Central Railroad Com- 
pany has made public its annual report 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1909. 
During this period it ;shows income 
from operations of $57,145,512.19; a de- 
crease of $815,215.46 as compared with 
the preceding year, while its expenses 
and taxes were $43,681,282.43, a decrease 
of $898,315.78, making a net income 
from operation of $13,464,229.79, equiv- 
alent to an increase in the net as 
against the preceding year of $47,- 
100.32. The income from investments 
and other sources was $3,874,708, mak- 
ing a surplus of $17,338,937.76. After 
deducting fixed charges, rentals, etc., 
the avatiable surplus is $9,592,023.24, | 
which is divided as follows: 

Seven per cent dividend on outstand- 
ing capital stock, $7,660,720; replace- 
ment of equipment, $232,266.92; sur- 
plus and dividend fund, $1,457,886.92; 
profit and loss, $251,149.40. 

Since the last report was issued this 
company has purchased the capital 
steck of the Central of Georgia rail- 
way. having 1,915 miles of track in 
Georgia, Alabama and Tennessee, thus 
giving it an outlet to the Atlantic 
coast at Savannah and furnishing ad- 
mirable facilities for handling export 
and import traffic at all ports. since 
the Central of Georgia owns the capi- 
tal stock of the Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany, operating between Savannah and 
New York and Boston. It is believed 
the operation of this line, opening up 
the entire southeastern territory by 
through lines of road and through serv- 
ice for both freight and passenger 
traffic, ‘will be of great benefit to 
Mississippi valley points, which are 
already served by Illinois Central lines

State treasury conditions in Georgia need remedy, not controversy. 

They present no question of responsibility, either of. the last or ne 
present administration—they are an heritage, being an accumulation of the 
effects of a bad system, like unto those which have followed original sin.

There is in the situation, therefore, no occasion for partisan controversy;

| but there is occasion for harmonious effort directed toward the solution of 
| a serious problem that confronts the state 
The very fact that such widely varying conclusions may be drawn from 
the same figures taken from the treasury books is indicative of an unbusiness- 
| like, not to say dangerous, system.

where this bit of room furniture had 
been.

Yet 
in the last act the sthge was hot, as 
evidenced by the clou@ of steam that 
shot skyward when Warfield overturn- 
ed a bit of the water upon it. Other 
stage. masters are satisfied with a red 
electric light bulb to give the glow. 
And a thousand other littie details 
sung his praise from every corner of 
each of his stage settings. 

But after all it was Warfield who 
gave life and vitality to the play. That 
wonderful interpreter of quaint char- 
acters played upon the human emotions 
as a musician would upon the strings 
of an Italian harp And not once was 
there a tone of jarring discord. With 
technical ease he would run the gamut 
of emotions as a player ascends the 
scales. Now the high treble of the 
keenest comedy; now the deep rumble 
of pathos; then the middle ground 
which is just between a smile and a 
sigh. ) 

Complete master of himself and his 
role, he runs from sunshine to shadow 
and back again with the fléeetness of a 
passing cloud. No one except him and 
Belasco would dare have the long 
stretches of silence in a scene, fearful 
lest the spell be broken.

New York, October 13.—An active 
afvance carried the cotton market 
to new thigh records for the season 
during today’s trading as a result of 
frost news, and the close wae firm at 
Eractically the best point; an advance 
of 14@32 points on the general list, 
as compared with the closing prices 
of Monday. 

The frost news reached Liverpool 
before the local opening, leading to 
much better cables than expected, and 
while at first there was a disposition 
here to belittle the importance of the 
low temperatures, opening prices were 
firm and 4 to 4 points higher. Realiz- 
ing caused a reaction of 4 or 5 points 
early, but as the official weather de- 
tails came in, confirming the éarly 
private reports of light to killing 
frosts quite generally over the north- 
ern half of the belt on Tuesday night, 
the market developed increased ac- 
tivity, with the trading through com- 
mission houses indicating that the 
cold weather was causing a further 
reduction in popular views of the crop. 

the market entered new high 
ground, many of the big buyers of 
the morning turned for profits, but 
offerings were extremely well ab- 
sorbed by a broadening outside specu- 
lation and gaing were fully sustain- 
ed, with December selling at 3.62c 
and March at 13.1l7c, comparing with 
12.97c and 13.02c the low level of last 
week, and with 13.57c and 18.62c, the 
previous high point of the season.
